How  I  Doubled 

My  Printing  Sales  Volume 


As  told  to  JOHN  T.  BARTLEH 
By  a  Western  Printing  Salesman 


ACK,”  said  the  Chief,  having 


“T 

J  summoned  me  to  his  office, 
“I’ve  been  watching  your  sales. 
You’ve  been  doing  a  good  job.  Nice 
busine^,'the  kind  there’s  a  proht 
in.  Sales  up  50%  from  last  yearT 
How’d  you  like  to  come 
into  the  firm?” 

I  said  I  would  talk 
it  over  with  the  wife 
—  but  I  knew,  all  the 
time,  that  it  was  the 
opportunity  of  a  life 
time. 

I  had  doubled  my 
sales  in  two  years. 

Then,  I  was  a  small 
fish  in  the  printing 
trade  of  my  city,  whose 
population  is  above 
200,000.  Now,  I  was 
counted  one  of  three 
or  four  top-notch 
printing  salesmen. 

'The  change  came  because  I  gave 
to  my  selling  job  the  same  analyt¬ 
ical  and  estimating  skill,  that,  as 
a  matter  of  course,  I  gave  to  a 
printing  job.  No,  it  wasn’t  some¬ 
thing  that  happened  all  at  once. 
It  was  a  process;  but  it  really  got 
under  way,  I  think,  when  I  lined 
up  the  Haskins  Manufacturing  Co. 
account. 

Passing  through  the  industrial 
district  of  the  East  Side,  I  saw  a 
business  man  taking  a  photograph 
of  a  building.  “Photographs  mean

cuts;  cuts  mean  advertising;  ad¬ 
vertising  means  printing!”  The 
thoughts  flashed  through  my  mind 
with  the  speed  of  electricity.  On 
an  instant  impulse,  I  stepped  up 
to  the  man,  introduced  myself,  in¬ 
quired  what  the  adver¬ 
tising  was  he  planned 
—  I  could  probably 
give  him  some  efficient 
printing  service. 

I  didn’t  sell  him  that 
day,  but  I  did  a  few 
days  later  —  a  good 
catalog  job. 

I  now  make  it  a 
practice,  seeing  a  busi¬ 
ness  photograph  being 
taken,  to  run  down  the 
lead.  The  Haskins  ac¬ 
count  did  more  than 
this  —  it  stirred  me  up 
to  the  real  possibilities 
of  my  job.  I  started 
to  study  and  arrive  at  conclusions, 
then  put  the  latter  into  opera¬ 
tion.  These  were  some  of  my  new 
policies. 

1.  To  make  a  showing,  I  must 
get  big  orders.  I  considered  my 
own  experience,  I  talked  the  mat¬ 
ter  over  with  the  Chief.  Cold  truth 
was  that  I  couldn’t  expect  to  av¬ 
erage  better  than  one  order  from 
ten  estimates.  Ccanpetition  always 
had  been  keen  in  my  city,  and 
probably  always  would  be  — even 
on  the  small  orders.

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Like  a  good  many  other  printing 
salesmen,  I  secretly  conceded  I  had 
an  inferiority  complex.  If  not,  why 
was  I  so  much  more  comfortable 
trying  to  sell  little  fellows  than  the 
big  ones? 

I  was  contacting  little  buyers, 
getting  little  jobs,  not  making  even 
a  good  bluff  at  going  after  real 
printing  business. 

I  had  a  fight  convincing  myself 
that  I  could  get  big  orders.  We  all 
kid  ourselves.  I  re¬ 
flected  that  there  was 
no  chance  on  state, 
county,  and  city  print¬ 
ing,  for  were  not  the 
Blank  Brothers  Co., 
whose  owners  were 
noted  for  their  polit¬ 
ical  skill,  almost  the 
“sole  owners”  of  this 
field?  I  reflected  that 
there  would  ]j?e  “noth¬ 
ing  doing”  in  catalogs, 
for  did  not  the  Acme 
Printing  Co.  monopo¬ 
lize  this  business,  driv¬ 
ing  competitors  from 
the  field? 

I  had  kidded  myself  with  such 
delusions  in  the  past,  and  had 
stayed  a  mediocre,  just-enough-to- 
live-on  printing  salesman. 

Now  I  told  myself  that  my  com¬ 
pany  had  as  fine  a  printing  plant 
as  any  other  firm  in  the  city.  Its 
labor  costs  wer^  as  low  as  others 
—  lower  than  some  big  firms  had. 
Its  credit  rating  was  excellent;  it 
had  no  handicaps  in  its  buying. 
And  I  told  myself  —  attacking  that 
old  inferiority  complex  —  that  in 
planning  and  estimating  printing 
I  was  the  equal  of  any  other  sales¬ 
man —  and  better  than  most! 

2.  The  law  of  averages  would 
assure  me  excellent  returns  if  I  was 
constantly  busy  among  large  buy¬ 
ers  of  printing.  When  I  became 


sold  on  this  principle,  a  curious 
reversal  took  place  in  my  personal 
psychology.  There  was  just  one 
thing  which  really  would  get  wi 
my  nerves  —  and  that  was  doing 
nothing.  For  every  contact  which 
produced  an  order,  I  had  to  have 
a  considerable  number  which,  at 
least  for  the  present,  were  fruitless.

—  the  higher  my  sales  would  be. 

I  disciplined  myself  so 
that,  over  any  individ¬ 
ual  job,  even  a  large 
one,  I  didn’t  get  nerv¬ 
ous. 

On  the  other  hand, 
idleness  for  even  a 
brief  period,  during 
the  working  hours  of 
the  day,  would  produce 
a  nervous,  almost  jit¬ 
tery  condition  which 
put  me  on  the  phone, 
or  sent  me  forth  to  the 
street,  on  the  trail  of 
business. 

3.  I  looked  for  op- 
portunities,  with  combined  rutu,\ 
to  cut  dovm  the  production  costs  of 
big  buyers.  \ 

I  always  have  at  least  one  of' 
these  cooperative  deals  imder  way.; 
Curiously  enough,  I  got  my  start; 
at  a  time  when  two  important  fae-i 
tors  in  the  printing  trade  were; 
having  a  battle  royal  with  one  an-j 
other,  quoting  extremely  low  prices. j 
I  turned  my  attention  to  coopefa-i 
tive  deals  involving  big  runs  and 
using  a  standardized  stock,  and 
found  that,  showing  the  savings,  I 
could  build  some  excellent  business.

Advertising 

Undeveloped  Markets 

OST  business  institutions  have 
an  “undeveloped”  market  at 
their  very  doorstep.  People  who 
patronize  a  laundry  need  to  be  in¬ 
formed  of  the  many  other  services 
the  laundry  is  equipped  to  render. 
Many  bank  depositors  would  rent 
safety  boxes  if  they  were  “re¬ 
minded”  of  the  service.  A  plumber 
is  equipped  to  do  many  things  be¬ 
sides  fixing  the  kitchen  sink  or  in¬ 
stalling  a  new  tub  in  the  bath¬ 
room.  A  lumber  yard  sells  more 
than  boards,  though  many  folk 
don’t  know  it.  They  rarely  think 
of  the  lumber  dealer  when  they 
need  a  new  roof  or  the  old  home 
modernized. 

Yet  printers’  ink  —  the  insepara¬ 
ble  companion  of  business  achieve¬ 
ment —  could  profitably  be  put  to 
work  to  enlighten  —  and  sell  — 
these  waiting  markets.  A  neatly 
printed  slip  inserted  with  the 
monthly  statements  or  invoices;  an 
attractive  folder  wrapped  with  a 
package;  a  tag  tied  to  a  handle 
helps  to  do  the  trick. 

All  of  it  is  direct  advertising.  Any 
printer  may  be  able  to  produce  it 
according  to  specifications  pro¬ 
vided  him  by  a  customer,  but  most 
printers  pass  up  the  profit-making 
opportunity  of  creating  such  ad¬ 
vertising,  themselves  supplying  the 
specifications. 

The  Printer  as  a  Sales-Creator 

Conservatives  have  said  that  the 


printer  should  “stick  to  his  knit¬ 
ting”  —  and  just  print.  Liberals  (in 
this  case  we  prefer  to  call  them 
“progressives”)  not  only  say  that 
creating,  planning  and  preparing 
direct  advertising  for  others  should 
be  as  much  a  part  of  the  printer’s 
service  as  the  actual  production, 
but  they  are  daily  demonstrating  it. 

Why  not? 

Let’s  see  what  business  in  other 
lines  is  doing  to  create  —  and  in¬ 
crease —  sales  to  its  profit. 

You  drive  up  to  the  gasoline  sta¬ 
tion  and  have  your  tank  filled  with 
gas.  That’s  what  the  gas  station 
is  for.  But  you  happen  to  think 
that  it’s  time  the  oil  in  the  crank 
case  was  changed.  It’s  a  dirty, 
messy  job,  but  in  a  cheerful,  busi¬ 
nesslike  manner  the  attendant 
drains  the  crank  case,  rinses  it  out 
and  fills  it  with  fresh  oil.  The  job 
might  well  be  considered  as  en¬ 
tirely  out  of  the  province  of  the 
gas  station,  yet  it  is  advisedly  per¬ 
formed,  not  because  the  attendant 
loves  to  do  it,  but  because  it  sells 
more  oil  and  incidentally  more  gas 
for  that  particular  station. 

The  Peoples  Gas  Company  of 
Chicago  for  years  has  given  cook¬ 
ing  lessons  to  housewives.  It  con¬ 
ducts  an  extensive  recipe  and  ad¬ 
visory  bureau.  It  might  be  accused 
of  usurping  the  functions  of  a  col¬ 
lege  of  domestic  science,  yet  it  gives 
no  science  degrees  nor  receives  any 
fees  for  this  splendid  “schooling” 
and  service.  An  enthusiastic  home 
cook  consumes  much  gas.

Evaluation  of  Customers* 
Advertising 

Taking  another  angle,  direct  ad¬ 


vertising  is  the  most  desirable  kind 
of  printing  to  produce.  Its  infinite 
variety  affords  unending  interest; 
it  can  never  be  monotonous.  It  calls 
forth  the  best  efforts  of  compositor 
and  pressman.  It  presupposes 
longer  rims,  more  impressions. 

The  printer  who  sponsors  a  com¬ 
plete  advertising  service  is,  like  the 
famous  painter  and  his  colors,  mix¬ 
ing  brains  with  his  inks.  There  is 
no  standard  price  on  brains,  and 
there  is  less  competition. 

The  preliminary  work  consists  of 
obtaining  an  understanding  of  a 
customer’s  selling  problem;  secur¬ 
ing  all  possible  information  bear¬ 
ing  on  it  and  analyzing  it;  ascer¬ 
taining  the  how,  which,  what  and 
why  of  the  advertising  before  pro¬ 
ceeding  with  the  recommendations 
and  the  preparation. 

A  Typical  Case 

Later  on  we  outline  the  various 
steps  in  the  planning  and  develop¬ 
ment  of  a  direct-advertising  cam¬ 
paign.  Now,  assuming  you  to  be  the 
proprietor  of  a  print-shop,  we  urge 
that  when  you  consider  the  adver-

Burrs  on  Matrix  Ears 
y  Enclosed  find  mat  I  am  sending 
e  you  for  inspection.  You  will 
notice  that  the  lower  front  ear  is 
battered.  This  condition  has  been 
going  on  for  some  time  and  as  a 
result  many  of  the  mats  are  in  the 
same  condition.  This  battering  ef¬ 
fect  came  gradually,  and  appears 
the  same  on  all  the  mats. 

This  machine  is  otherwise  in 
good  running  condition. 

Any  suggestions  from  you  as  to 
remedying  this  condition  will  be 
greatly  appreciated. — B.  C.,  Akron, 
Colorado. 

A  Your  sample  matrix  showing 
battered  condition  on  lower 
front  ear  is  a  condition  resulting 
from  shock  at  that  point  received 
by  the  matrix  contacting  the  rigid 
front  cover  as  it  drops  from  the 
magazine,  this  contact  changing 
the  course  of  the  mat  from  a  slant¬ 
ing  to  a  vertical  drop. 

If  you  will  open  the  front  cover 
of  your  machine  and  inspect  its 
inner  surface,  you  will  probably 
find  distinct  grooves  or  channels 
worn  into  the  cover  by  matrix  con¬ 
tact  in  the  course  of  years,  this 
condition  being  much  more  pro- 
noimced  in  the  lower  case  section 
from  more  use,  naturally. 

A  thin  sheet  of  flexible,  smooth 
tin,  extending  across  the  inside  of 


the  front  cover,  carefully  fitted  to] 
receive  the  shock  of  the  matrix  at] 
this  point,  will  absorb  the  wear,  be¬ 
ing  softer,  and  may  be  replac^  as 
required.  It  can  be  several  inches 
in  vertical  width,  depending  on  the  ’ 
particular  size  or  style  of  the  front 
cover  to  determine  its  shaping  and 
the  most  suitable  method  of  at¬ 
taching.  A  competent  mechanic 
can  do  this. 

The  front  cover  should  fit  snugly 
against  the  vertical  partitions  at 
the  lower  end,  just  above  the  mov¬ 
able  assembler  cover,  to  avoid 
matrix  ear  contact  at  that  point. 

Many  machinists  and  operators 
simply  dress  away  the  burrs  on  the 
matrix  ears  as  they  occur  and  give 
trouble,  but  to  eliminate  the  cause 
is  an  achievement  greatly  to  be  de¬ 
sired,  which  will  give  added  life 
and  service  to  the  matrix.

Mishandling  Type 

y  My  attention  was  recently  called 
«  to  the  condition  of  several  cases 
of  type  in  my  office  —  type  which 
is  not  often  used,  hut  which  is  a 
standard  foundry  series  essential  in 
every  well-equipped  office  catering 
to  general  commercial  work  and 
advertising  agency  composition. 
Upon  close  examination,  I  was  sur¬ 
prised  to  find  that  much  of  this 
type  had  never  been  used,  yet  was 
badly  battered  with  broken  serifs 
—  especially  the  italic  with  kerned 
letters.  In  order  to  be  prepared  for 
business  which  is  now  increasing, 
it  was  necessary  to  dump  about  200 
pounds  and  replace  with  new  type. 
Can  you  suggest  any  special 
method  of  laying  type  in  the  case 
so  that  it  will  be  least  likely  to  be 
injured  before  it  is  used.  The  type 
which  we  were  forced  to  replace 
through  abuse  in  case  —  and  not 
through  use  —  ranged  from  12-  to 
30-point  in  size. — Providence,  R.  I. 

A  Yours  is  a  common  complaint, 
though  one  often  overlooked 
by  the  men  in  charge  of  compos¬ 
ing  rooms.  Our  observation  is  that 
more  tsrpe  is  ruined  through  mis¬ 
handling  in  case  than  in  use  on 
press.  We  have  often  seen  very  ex¬ 
pensive  foundry  tjrpe  battered  be¬ 
yond  further  use  by  being  laid 
thoughtlessly  —  without  thought  of 


what  would  happen  when  case  was 
pulled  out  and  shoved  back  in  cabi¬ 
net  carelessly  —  causing  delicate 
faces  to  be  hammered  and  rubbed 
against  each  other.  Some  printers 
lay  new  type  by  standing  it  on  its 
feet,  but  unless  type  is  60-point  or 
larger,  there  is  danger  of  throwing 
it  off  its  feet  every  time  the  case 
is  hurriedly  pulled  out  —  unless 
type  is  braced,  and  the  bracing 
naturally  makes  it  harder  to  pick 
out  of  case.  Our  own  experience  has 
been  that  it  is  better  to  lay  the 
type  on  its  side  —  with  face  point¬ 
ing  to  the  left  (which  makes  it 
easier  to  pick  up  in  setting  than  if 
the  face  points  to  right) .  This  same 
rule  should  be  followed  when  dis¬ 
tributing —  it  takes  no  more  time 
than  throwing  type  in  case  helter- 
skelter,  and  does  keep  it  in  better 
condition.  This  suggestion  applies 
especially  to  type  of  12-point  or 
larger  sizes,  but  it  will  do  no  harm 
to  make  it  a  general  rule  for  the 
smaller  types  also.  Another  sug¬ 
gestion:  Instruct  your  apprentice 
—  or  apprentices  —  to  be  extra 
careful  when  distributing  type  to 
lay  letters  in  case,  and  not  throw 
them  in.  Our  idea  is  that  com¬ 
positors  generally  are  above  the 
average  in  carefulness,  and  are 
practically  all  conscientious— but 
are  sometimes  not  aware  of  the

Scummy  Lit  ho  Plates 
y  R.  W.  L.,  Utica,  desires  to 
♦  know  some  of  the  reasons  for 
scum  in  litho  images  on  grained 
zinc? 

A  The  condition  known  as 
“scum”  is  a  partial  affinity  for 
grease  in  those  parts  of  the  metal 
plate  that  are  supposed  to  repel  ink 
and  promote  a  clean  impression  on 
the  offset  press. 

Oxidation  of  the  metal  surface 
is  a  prevalent  cause  of  scum,  es¬ 
pecially  if  water  has  been  allowed 
to  stand  and  dry  spontaneously  on 
any  particular  area  of  the  plate. 
Other  contributory  causes  are:  1) 
Improper  rinsing  of  the  plate  after 
graining;  2)  insufficient  counter¬ 
etching  before  application  of  the 
bichromated  albumen  solution;  3) 
plate  coated  too  thinly  with  bi¬ 
chromated  albumen;  4)  excessive 
exposure,  rendering  development  of 
the  ink  image  difficult;  5)  lack  of 
opacity  in  the  photographic  nega¬ 
tive;  6)  insufficient  acid  in  the 
fountain  solution. 

Some  lithographers  discounte¬ 
nance  the  practice  of  employing  a 
counter-etch,  on  the  ground  that 
treatment  of  the  metal  plate  with 
corrosive  acids  cause's  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  a  grease-receptive'  surface 
on  the  metal.  This  state  of  affairs 
may  produce  scum  under  certain 
conditions:  to  prevent  such  a  con¬ 


tingency,  the  policy  of  etching  the 
plate  with  a  gum-chromic  acid 
etch  prior  to  sensitization  is  gat¬ 
ing  favor  in  many  establishments 
—  etching  is  really  productive  of 
an  ink-repelling  Him  on  the  sur¬ 
face  of  the  plate,  and  is  therefore 
less  liable  to  cause  scum  on  sub¬ 
sequent  inking-up  of  the  developed 
image. 

In  deep  etch  platemaking,  scum 
may  frequently  be  traced  to  a  por¬ 
ous  condition  of  the  insolubilized 
coating  after  exposure  under  the 
necessary  positive.  This  is  usually 
due  to  insufficient  exposure  of  the 
sensitized  metal,  either  through 
error,  or  through  the  employment 
of  a  positive,  the  photographic  na¬ 
ture  of  which  does  not  permit  ade¬ 
quate  exposure  without  a  serious 
loss  of  detail  in  the  final  image  on 
the  pressplate. 

In  many  deep  etch  methods,  the 
light-hardened  film  of  glue  or  gum 
is  the  only  acid-resist  used  (other 
processes  utilize  a  protective  lac¬ 
quer,  applied  to  the  plate  after 
development  and  before  deep  etch¬ 
ing)  ;  if  this  resist  is  porous  be¬ 
cause  of  inadequate  exposure,  the 
mordant  used  for  deep  etching  will 
penetrate  the  resist,  and  scum  is 
almost  certain  to  be  present  when 
the  positive  image  is  rolled  up  with 
lithographic  ink. 

The  plain  fact  remains  that  it  is 
impossible  for  even  the  most 
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skilled  workman  to  point  his  finger 
with  certainty  at  any  particular 
factor  without  an  initial  analysis 
of  the  entire  situation  prevailing 
in  the  establishment. 

Scummy  Collodion  Negatives 

y  H.  C.  L.,  Lincoln,  asks  the 

♦  cause  of  scum  on  the  surface 
of  wet  collodion  plates. 

The  word  “scum”  is  a  coUo- 
•  quial  term  for  a  fine  deposit 
of  metallic  silver  on  the  surface  of 
the  collodion  film,  which  can  be 
wiped  off  of  the  wet  image  with  a 
pledget  of  cotton  after  fixation  of 
the  plate.  It  must  not  be  confused 
with  fog,  a  condition  in  which  the 
whole  or  part  of  the  image  is  ob¬ 
scured,  and  which  cannot  be  rem¬ 
edied  by  physical  clearing  of  the 
surface. 

Scum  is  a  very  annoying  and 
idiosyncratic  defect  of  the  collodion 
process  —  some  operators  seldom 
encounter  it,  while  others  have  a 
periodic  or  even  continuous  occur¬ 
rence  of  the  difficulty. 

To  glibly  repeat  the  dogmatic  but 
erroneous  statement  that  scum  is 
caused  by  uncleanliness  on  the 
part  of  the  photographer  is  an  un¬ 
justifiable  assertion  and  a  refiec- 
tion  on  his  habits,  since  even  clean¬ 
est  and  most  careful  operator  may 
suddenly  be  confronted  with  the 
problem  of  scum  on  his  negatives. 

The  actual  cause  of  scum  has 
never  been  clearly  determined: 
eradication  of  the  difficulty  evolves 
itself  into  an  intelligent  analytical 


elimination  of  all  possible  condi¬ 
tions  prone  to  the  creation  of  scum. 
Some  of  the  possible  causes  of  scum 
are:  1)  Insufficient  acid  in  the  sil¬ 
ver  bath,  also  an  over-acidified 
bath;  2)  insufficient  acid  in  the 
developer;  3)  under-exposure  and 
forced  development;  4)  glass  not 
properly  cleaned;  5)  use  of  an  un¬ 
ripe  collodion;  6)  dirty  silver  bath, 
or  dirty  plateholder;  7)  high  tem¬ 
perature  in  the  darkroom;  8)  poor 
ventilation  of  the  darkroom. 

A  newly  prepared  silver  bath  will 
sometimes  “scum,”  but  may  pro¬ 
duce  perfect  negatives  after  sensi¬ 
tization  of  a  few  plates  and  a 
night’s  rest.  An  old  collodion  will 
frequently  work  with  a  new  bath, 
whereas  a  new  collodion  may  give 
scummy  images. 

Doctoring  of  the  silver  bath  by 
the  addition  of  foreign  substances 
is  generally  frowned  upon,  but  oc¬ 
casionally  scum  seems  to  resist 
every  remedial  measure;  in  des¬ 
peration,  the  operator  may  then  be 
forced  to  employ  certain  nostrums 
to  relieve  the  situation. 

The  most  common  of  these  is  the 
addition  of  a  few  drops  of  a  strong 
aqueous  solution  of  potassium  per¬ 
manganate  (first  suggested  by 
Johnson  in  1863),  a  method  espe¬ 
cially  efficacious  if  the  purity  of  the 
chemicals  is  under  suspicion,  or  if 
the  silver  bath  be  suspected  of  con¬ 
taining  organic  matter.  The  potas¬ 
sium  content  of  the  salt  neutralizes 
the  solution,  the  permanganate

Humidity  in  Pressroom 
j  We  have  installed  a  steam  vapor 
•  humidification  system  in  our 
plant  hut  after  repeated  trials  and 
testing  of  our  humidity  we  have 
found  that  we  cannot  get  away 
from  condensation  of  moisture  on 
the  roof  of  our  press  room  drop¬ 
ping  water  on  paper  and  presses, 
et  cetera,  unless  we  reduce  the 
humidity  lower  than  the  advised 
point  of  fifty  or  fifty -five  degrees 
of  relative  humidity,  which,  we  are 
told,  is  necessary  for  the  most  ideal 
conditions.  Is  the  required  thirty- 
five  or  forty  degree  limit  that  we 
have  to  have  now  in  order  to  avoid 
condensation  enough  to  accomplish 
what  is  necessary  to  make  paper 
run  nicely?  In  other  words,  is  it 
safe  in  the  experience  of  paper 
manufacturers? — Philadelphia. 
if  It  is  true  that  thirty-five  to 
forty  degrees  of  relative  hu¬ 
midity  is  a  whole  lot  better  than 
no  humidity  control  and  it  is  also 
true  that  a  change  of  ten  to  fifteen 
degrees  in  relative  humidity  makes 
very  little  difference  in  its  effect 
upon  the  paper,  whether  coated  or 
uncoated.  If  you  are  now  carry¬ 
ing  forty  degrees  of  relative  humid¬ 
ity,  as  the  most  you  can  carry 
without  condensation,  you  are 
probably  safe  for  most  of  the  nms 
you  would  have  most  of  the  time, 
considering  the  fact,  also,  that  very 


few,  if  any,  mills  have  any  way  to  J 
cdntrol  the  moisture  content  of  | 
the  paper  delivered  from  their  "i 
plants  and,  therefore,  in  all  other  :

about  V  from  the  back  running 
from  bearer  to  bearer. 

We  tried  all  new  rollers,  com¬ 
pounded  and  composition.  We  have 
set  the  rollers  hard  and  tried  set¬ 
ting  them  light  to  both  the  bed 
and  vibrators  which  did  not  help 
any. 

We  reset  the  register  rack  which 
did  not  help  and  then  we  tried 
shimming  the  rack  and  reset  it 
again,  but  it  did  not  help.  We 
built  up  the  bed  bearers  and  when 
this  did  not  work,  also  tried  a  strip 
of  metal  which  did  not  help. — 
Peoria,  Illinois. 

A  Your  trouble  is  not  due  to 
your  rollers,  register  rax;k  set¬ 
ting  or  bed  reversal. 

You  have  a  form  made  up  of 
some  thirty-five  odd  plates,  and  the 
four  yellow  plates  in  one  section 
are  the  only  ones  showing  the 
streak.  About  12"  over  from  these 
plates,  you  have  another  solid  plate 
which  does  not  show  any  streaks, 
and  towards  the  gripper  edge  run¬ 
ning  parallel  to  the  cylinder,  you 
have  two  solid  yellow  subjects 
which  did  not  show  any  streaks, 
so,  therefore,  your  trouble  cannot 


be  due  to  the  sources  that  you  have 
investigated. 

Your  trouble  is  wholly  and  solely 
due  to  rocking  cuts.  The  four  yel¬ 
low  plates  are  wood  mounted  either 
individually  or  on  panel  board 
which  we  determined  from  the 
nails  that  show.  If  these  plates  are 
mounted  individually,  you  should 
make  tests  on  them  for  rocking 
and  you  will,  undoubtedly  discover 
that  the  wood  mount  has  warped, 
not  permitting  them  to  lie  squarely 
and  solidly  on  your  form  bed.  The 
streak  shows  on  each  plate  just 
about  an  inch  away  from  the  tail 
end  from  the  gripper  edge.  This  is 
the  normal  travel  of  your  cylinder 
and  bed  which  would  engage  the 
plate  toward  the  gripper  edge  and 
the  rocking  would  develop.  When 
the  impression  is  taken,  the  plate 
would  be  forced  down  to  the  bed 
and  this  action  would  cause  a  dou¬ 
ble  impression  which  would  make 
the  streak  such  as  indicated. 

Work  of  your  description  is,  un¬ 
doubtedly,  done  much  better  on 
patent  base.  You  rim  rather  large 
sheets,  it  is  true,  but  your  saving 
in  cost  of  wood  mounting  and  the 
ensuing  troubles  of  running  with 
wood  mounts,  would  in  a  very  short 
time,  discharge  the  cost  of  install¬ 
ing  patent  base. 

Roller  setting  should  not  be  done 
to  the  vibrator  at  any  time.  Your

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^  Library  Resewing 

Have  just  read  with  much  in- 
♦  terest  your  reply  to  F.  H.  B., 
Kansas  City,  re  sewing  of  library 
books  which  he  contemplated  wire 
stitching. 

This  is  a  problem  that  has  con¬ 
fronted  us  for  some  time;  not  ex¬ 
actly  the  resewing  of  a  quantity  of 
such  books,  but  rather  how  to  treat 
the  occasional  volume  that  we  are 
called  upon  to  rebind  and  wh'ch 
has  the  sections  badly  mutilated  in 
the  gutter  so  that  some  form  of 
oversewing  is  imperative. 

Of  course  most  of  us  know  that 
library  resewing  is  usually  done 
not  by  wire  stitching  as  he  had  in 
mind,  neither  as  a  rule  by  stitching 
sections  on  a  Singer  machine  and 
then  sewing  such  sections  on 
string;  but  are  oversewed  on  one 
of  the  several  types  of  machines 
built  for  oversewing.  But  as  such 
machines  for  this  purpose  cost 
from  $2,500  to  $5,000,  it  is  hardly 
advisable  for  the  small  shop  bind¬ 
ing  mostly  new  work  but  occa¬ 
sionally  called  upon  to  rebind 
something  that  requires  oversew¬ 
ing  to  install  such  a  machine  for 
the  occasional  volume.  But  it  is 
highly  desirable  to  have  some 
method  of  oversewing  by  hand  that 
will  produce  a  job  every  bit  as 
flexible  and  as  durable  as  that  done 


on  an  expensive  machine.  Of  course 
the  speed  would  not  be  necessary 
inasmuch  as  no  great  quantities 
are  involved. 

There  must  be  some  such  hand 
method;  old  books  were  rebound 
for  years  before  the  advent  0/ 
oversewing  machines  which  have 
been  on  the  market  only  a  few 
years.  If  you  can  outline  such  a 
method  (preferably  of  course  with 
illustrations) ,  I  am  quite  sure  from 
conversations  I  have  had  from  tine 
to  time  with  printers  and  binders 
that  your  description  would  inter¬ 
est  many  a  small  shop  proprietor. 
— S.  G.  R.,  Marietta,  Ohio. 

A  In  the  rebinding  of  the  occa- 
^  •  sional  volume  where  the  bind¬ 
ing  edges  of  the  sections  are  in 
bad  condition  or  where  a  number 
of  single  leaves  are  to  be  bound, 
the  old  and  well-known  “whip 
stitch”  method  of  sewing  is  the  one 
usually  employed.  “Whip  stitch¬ 
ing”  gives  substantially  the  same 
results  as  oversewing  and  the  re¬ 
sulting  book  is  strong,  flat  opening, 
and  but  little  more  expensive  than 
one  in  which  the  sections  are 
stitched  on  a  sewing  machine  be¬ 
fore  hand  sewing  in  the  usual 
manner.

Using  a  Short  Campaign 
“Ernie”  Krieg  operates  an  adver¬ 
tising  service  and  letter  company 
in  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  and  he  told 
me  of  a  plan  he  used  some  few 
years  ago  that  I  want  to  pass  on  to 
my  friends  in  the  printing  field. 
Mr.  Krieg  used  his  plan  to  sell 
multigraphed  letters,  as  I  recall  it, 
but  I  am  sure  it  could  be  used  just 
as  successfully  to  sell  printing. 

Mr.  Krieg  would  first  of  all  de¬ 
cide  on  some  one  line  of  business 
to  which  he  wanted  to  sell  a  series 
of  advertising  messages.  Before  he 
approached  any  of  them  in  this  in¬ 
dustry  he  wrote  out  a  series  of  typi¬ 
cal  messages  for  them  to  use.  If  he 
decided  he  wanted  to  sell  Cleaners 
and  Dyers  he  would  prepare  a  series 
of  Cleaners  and  Dyers  messages. 
After  he  had  these  pieces  of  copy 
written,  he  then  prepared  at  least 
five  messages  of  his  own,  designed 
to  be  sent  to  the  Cleaners  and  Dy¬ 
ers.  After  everything  was  ready,  he 
released  his  campaign.  Once  a  day 
for  five  days  each  Cleaner  and 
Dyer  received  a  message  from  Mr. 
Krieg  saying  that  he  (Mr.  Krieg) 
had  several  good  ideas  for  Mr. 
Cleaner  and  Dyer.  Mr.  Cleaner  and 
Dyer  was  invited  to  phone  for  more 
details.  If  he  did  phone,  Mr.  Krieg 
put  his  Cleaners  and  Dyers  cam¬ 
paign  under  his  arm  and  went  over 
to  see  the  prospect.  When  he  got 
there  he  had  something  more  than 
conversation  to  give  the  Cleaner. 
He  could  spread  out  a  complete 
series  of  messages  or  ideas,  and  the 
prospect  would  usually  see  one  or 
two  which  he  liked  and  would  give 


Mr.  Krieg  the  order  to  prepare 
some  like  that  for  him. 

But  the  way  Mr.  Krieg  cashed  in 
to  a  greater  extent  than  on  fol¬ 
lowing  up  inquiries,  as  I  recall  it, 
was  to  make  a  personal  call  on  each 
and  every  Cleaner  on  his  mailing 
list  after  they  had  received  Mr. 
Krieg’s  last  message,  REGARD¬ 
LESS  of  whether  they  phoned  in 
or  not.  When  he  made  his  call, 
they  had  already  received  five  mes¬ 
sages  from  him,  and  when  he  pre¬ 
sented  his  card  he  was  ushered 
right  in  for  his  conference.  They 
felt  he  had  something  of  interest 
to  them  or  he  wouldn’t  have  gone 
to  the  trouble  to  send  them  five  let¬ 
ters  and  to  follow  them  up  with  a 
personal  call.  And  they  were  right. 
He  DID  have  something  for  them, 
and  they  in  return  had  something 
.  for  Mr.  Krieg  —  orders.

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The  Editor  Says: 

We  have  a  high  regard  for  Louis 
Flader,  .  Commissioner  of  the 
American  Photo-Engravers  Associa¬ 
tion.  We  have  long  admired  his 
great  knowledge  of  photo  reproduc¬ 
tive  and  printing  processes,  his  clar¬ 
ity  of  thinking,  and  his  ability  to 
put  his  thinking  into  very  under¬ 
standable  and  interesting  speech. 

We  agree  with  Mr.  Flader  when 
he  says,  (as  he  did  on  October  11  to 
the  39th  Annual  Convention  of  the 
American  Photo-Engravers  Associa¬ 
tion  and  again  on  November  15  to 


the  Chicago  Graphic  Arts  Federa¬ 
tion)  “Our  chief  competitors  owe 
their  growth,  even  in  the  face  of  ad¬ 
verse  facts  and  stubborn  obstacles, 
to  advertising,  and  it  is  the  lack  of 
advertising  and  publicity  that  is 
relegating  letterpress  printing  and 
relief  platemaking  to  the  rear.”  It 
does  loom  up  as  a  deplorable  fact 
that  the  letterpress  industry,  as  a 
whole,  engaged  in  the  production  of 
advertising  and  dependent  upon  ad¬ 
vertising,  has  never  seen  fit  to  ad¬ 
vertise  itself  generally  to  the  busi¬ 
ness  world.  The  American  Photo- 
Engravers  Association  and  Mr. 
Flader  are  therefore  to  be  com¬ 
mended  on  the  launching  of  their 
new  campaign. 

But  in  our  opinion,  advertising 
alone  is  not  going  to  solve  the  prob¬ 
lem.  It  may  stimulate  some  addi¬ 
tional  letterpress  work,  but  the  let¬ 
terpress  printer  will  still  be  some¬ 
what  handicapped  because  of  other 
conditions.  And  one  of  these,  if  Mr. 
Flader  will  permit  us,  is  dependent 
upon  the  photoengraving  industry. 
Witness  the  voiced  suggestions  of 
Douglas  C.  McMurtrie  before  the 
Chicago  Club  of  Printing  House 
Craftsmen  at  its  October  meeting; 
witness  the  paragraph  in  a  recent  is¬ 
sue  of  Galley  Proof,  published  by 
the  Chicago  Graphic  Arts  Federation. 

We  say  the  above  because  of  our 
interest  in  relief  printing  as  the 
father  of  all  processes  in  the 
graphic  arts  field.  We  disagree  with 
Mr.  Flader  when  he  says :  “Even  the 
trade  press  in  the  graphic  arts  field 
has  gradually  shifted  from  its  sup¬ 
port  of  letterpress  printing  and  re¬ 
lief  platemaking  to  an  almost  exclu¬ 
sive  support  of  offset.”  An  examina¬ 
tion  of  any  issue  of  any  general 
graphic  arts  publication  (excluding  a 
very  few  specializing  in  lithography) 
will  prove  that  more  editorial  space 
is  still  being  given  to  letterpress 
printing  than  to  offset  printing.

tising  possibilities  of  a  customer 
you  place  yourself  in  his  footwear. 
Try  to  think  of  other  uses  to  which 
his  merchandise  might  be  put. 
What  new  outlets  for  sales  can  be 
developed?  What  new  selling  rea¬ 
sons  may  be  advanced? 

Suppose  yourself  his  salesman 
trying  to  sell  over  the  counter.  Jot 
down  every  reason  you  can  think 
of  why  any  person  would  want  to 
own  the  particular  goods.  Will  they 
save  him  money?  Will  they  save 
him  time  and  labor?  Will  they 
beautify  the  home?  Will  they 
gratify  the  vanity  of  the  buyer? 

Then  set  down  every  reason  why 
the  articles  will  do  these  things 
better  than  anything  else,  and  se¬ 
lect  the  reasons  why  you  deem 
them  as  the  most  forceful.  Then 
imagine  some  one  you  know  as  a 
possible  customer  and  plan  your 
selling  message  to  that  person. 

When  you  have  written  it,  go 
over  it  several  times  to  see  how  you 
can  improve  it.  If  possible,  lay  it 
aside  for  a  while  before  final  re¬ 
vision. 

Then  spend  a  little  more  time 
preparing  a  layout  in  the  “rough” 
to  better  visualize  your  idea  of  the 
mailing-piece.  (Be  sure  it  bears 
the  imprint  of  the  firm  or  indi¬ 
vidual  for  whom  intended.) 

You  are  now  primed  to  approach 
your  prospect.  You  have  definitely 
created  a  means  —  and  the  oppor¬ 
tunity —  to  rouse  his  live  interest.

the  order  resulting,  but  in  good  will 
and  prestige. 

Armed  with  practicable  selling 
ideas,  the  printer  will  always  find 
welcome  from  whomever  he  ap¬ 
proaches. 

Three  Practical  Ideas 

Among  scores  of  ideas  vouch¬ 
safed  to  prospects  by  printers  in 
this  manner,  we  exemplify  three 
as  helpfully  suggestive: 

1.  For  a  retail  merchant  who  is 
about  to  run  a  sale.  Its  point  lies 
in  offering  customers  advantages 
not  available  to  the  general  public. 
The  plan  is  simply  to  send  out  a 
printed  announcement  inviting 
customers  to  buy  a  day  or  two  be¬ 
fore  the  day  scheduled  for  the  sale 
and  telling  them  that  they  may 
have  preferential  selection  of  mer¬ 
chandise  at  reduced  sale  prices. 
Printed  circulars  or  reprints  of  ad¬ 
vance  newspaper  advertising  fea¬ 
turing  the  sale  and  prices  may  be 
enclosed  with  the  announcements. 
A  customer  is  naturally  fiattered 
by  this  attention.  It  appeals  to  his 
self-interest  —  the  desire  to  get 
ahead  of  others  in  buying. 

2.  “Stunt”  Advertising.— “SiMXiV' 
advertising  impresses  most  when  it 
is  thoroughly  appropriate  to  the 
subject.  Particularly  fitting  is  the 
idea  which  was  expressed  through 
the  instrumentality  of  a  printer  by 
an  insurance  firm  which  mailed  a 
letterhead,  three  edges  of  which 
were  burned  and  left  frayed.  The 
brief  selling  message  contained  this 
question  with  the  answer:  “When 
your  house  bums,  will  you  have 
insurance  and  comfort  or  loss  and 
poverty?  You  take  the  policy  and 
we  take  the  risk.”  This  is  an  idea 
worth  the  printer’s  passing  on  to 
an  insurance  house  or  agent. 

3.  Putting  Selling  into  Billing.— 
The  billhead  or  statement  is  not 
usually  considered  a  medium  for

advertising,  but  it  can  be  profit¬ 
ably  used  as  such,  especially  by  re¬ 
tail  stores,  simply  by  apportioning 
a  small  part  of  the  space  to  a 
timely  printed  announcement.  Spe¬ 
cial  gifts  for  holidays,  new  season’s 
goods,  or  other  important  items 
appealing  to  buyers  may  thus  be 
featured.  The  idea  is  a  good  one 
for  a  printer  to  suggest  to  a  cus¬ 
tomer  the  next  time  he  orders 
statements.  The  full  quantity  or¬ 
dered  may  be  run,  then  held  sub¬ 
ject  to  instructions  to  print  a  fresh 
announcement  on  a  certain  quan¬ 
tity  required  for  each  month’s  bill¬ 
ing. 

Three  **DorCts**  for  the  Adver¬

is,  many  smaller  cities  have  an 
imposing  list  of  house  organs,  asso¬ 
ciation  mouth-pieces,  trade  and 
agricultural  magazines. 

The  nature  of  such  printing  jobs 
is  that,  given  to  one  printing  house, 
they  stay  there  for  a  considerable 
period.  In  the  past  two  years,  I 
have  “annexed”  four  for  my  com¬ 
pany.  Three  were  new  publica¬ 
tions,  of  whose  planned  start  I  had 
learned,  while  the  other  job  came 
to  us  on  the  basis  of  service  to  the 
three  publications  already  handled. 
With  advice  concerning  page  size, 
stock,  mailing  equipment  and  pro¬ 
cedure,  and  other  things,  I  had 
saved  these  publications  a  good 
I  deal  of  money  —  while  building 
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very  profitable  accounts  for  my 
company. 

5.  I  use  the  telephone  to  follow¬ 
up  estimates.  Having  learned  that 
someone  else  has  been  successful, 
it  is  mighty  helpful  to  know  why 
one’s  own  estimate  failed.  How¬ 
ever,  I  find  myself  telephoning 
'  men  for  whom  I  have  made  esti- 
\  mates,  or  perhaps  dropping  in  to 
see  them,  much  more  for  another 
reason  —  that  is  to  follow  up  an 
estimate.  In  those  cases  when  the 
job  has  not  been  placed,  such  a 
contact  may  lead  to  questions,  fur¬ 
ther  information,  and  finally  the 
job. 

'  6.  I  work  suburban  territory.  I 

have  developed  a  number  of  large 
institutional  and  corporation  print¬ 
ing  buyers  within  a  radius  of 
35  miles  —  learning  that  printing 
houses  do  not  work  this  outside 
district  nearly  as  intensively  as  the 
city.  Taking  the  tip,  I  give  real 
service  to  the  country  territory, 
and  have  produced  a  substantial 
volume. 

I  repeat  —  the  ability  which  will 
create  and  estimate  efficiently  a 
<;omplicated  piece  of  printing  will, 
put  to  the  task,  show  most  sales¬ 
men  how  to  double  their  printing 
sales  in  two  years.  It  did  for  me!

positively  set,  with  no  rounded  con¬ 
tacts  to  slip  off. 

Sometimes  the  filling  pieces  at¬ 
tached  to  the  vise  cap,  and  used 
for  headletter  and  boldface  posi¬ 
tion  in  casting,  are  of  varying 
thicknesses.  The  head  screw  at  the 
top  of  the  first  elevator  may  have 
a  vertical  clearance  of  .010  or  more 
in  lightface  mold  groove  and  al¬ 
most  no  vertical  clearance  with 
mats  in  the  boldface  or  upper  po¬ 
sition.  The  result  is  a  faulty,  in¬ 
complete  spread  of  the  line  in  just¬ 
ifying,  especially  if  short  set  with 
quite  a  number  of  bands.  It  is  ob¬ 
vious  the  head  screw  clearance 
should  be  practically  the  same  in 
either  light  or  bold  position,  and 
the  filling  pieces  should  be  exactly 
equal  to  each  other  in  thickness, 
and  they  can  be  carefully  dressed 
to  accomplish  this.  Because  of  con¬ 
cussion  and  wear  upon  them  con¬ 
stantly  by  the  head  screw  and  stop 
rod  it  is  desirable  that  their  thick¬ 
ness  be  very  slightly  plus  rather 
than  minus.  This  would  perhaps 
give  the  head  screw  .010  boldface 
vertical  clearance  and  the  light- 
face  .012  or  .011,  as  an  illustration. 

It  is  always  desirable  to  set  long 
lines  fairly  full  rather  than  short 
to  secure  free  line  spread,  and 
spaceband  wedges  should  always  be 
well  graphited. 

It  sometimes  happens  that  the 
first  elevator  jaws  are  free  for  mats 
in  the  lightface  news  measure,  but 
bind  the  mats  in  the  boldface  po¬ 
sition,  especially  on  longer  meas¬ 
ures,  due  to  the  fact  that  there  is 
much  less  use  and  wear  along  the 
inside  jaw  in  the  bold  than  in  the 
lightface  position.  A  glance  at  the 
vertical  wall  of  the  inside  jaw 
where  the  matrix  upper  ears  con¬ 
tact  will  verify  this  condition,  and 
a  light  dressing  is  sometimes  re¬ 
sorted  to  to  relieve  this  contact 
and  restore  uniform  clearance  with 
normally  snug  jaw  control.

When  we  cut  the  sheet  with  the 
margin  measuring  same  at  both 
edges,  it  would  not  fold  to  where 
all  heads  register,  two  pages  being 
out. 

The  form  was  made  up  with 
metal  furniture  throughout.  We 
also  used  a  framing  square  to  true- 
up  and  line-up  all  pages,  with  solid 
metal  furniture  running  all  the 
way  through  as  shown  on  the  dia¬ 
gram. 

Can  you  tell  us  what  it  is  that 
throws  us  off?  We  are  marking 
guide  edge  on  sheet  enclosed. — Live 
Oak,  Florida. 

A  Your  form  backs  up  perfectly 
so  therefore,  there  are  no 
mechanical  errors  or  faulty  mate¬ 
rial  in  the  form. 

In  locking  up  the  pages,  you 
have  completely  overlooked  the 
fact  that  paper  at  crease  of  fold 
takes  up  more  space.  For  instance, 
in  some  points,  you  have  as  much 
as  eight  thicknesses  of  paper  and 
this  must  be  compensated  for  in 
your  lock-up.  Spacing  the.  pages 
exactly  to  margins  is  all  right 
where  fold  is  not  to  be  considered, 
but  where  there  are  a  number  of 
folds  you  must  have  more  space  in 
between  to  the  amount  as  repre-

In  persistent  cases  of  scum,  the 
images  will  still  be  veiled  even 
after  the  permanganate  treatment. 
In  such  instances  it  may  be  well  to 
add  about  5  drops  of  iodin  solu¬ 
tion  (the  mixture  of  potassium 
iodid-iodin  used  for  intensification 
will  do)  to  each  gallon  of  bath 
solution.  Filter  the  bath  before 
using,  and  be  sure  that  it  is  only 
weakly  acidified,  as  a  silver  solu¬ 
tion  treated  with  iodin  requires 
very  little  acid.

Developers

A  This  is  methyl  violet,  widely. 

used  by  photoengravers  for 
dyeing  the  developed  glue  print  on 
copper  prior  to  burning  it  in  for 
the  creation  of  an  acid  resist.  Since 
there  are  many  grades  of  methyl 
violet,  the  aim  should  be  to  secure 
a  dye  with  a  heavy  violet  color,  so 
as  to  afford  the  greatest  possible 
visibility  to  the  developed  image.

Barmes  and  I  had  to  wait  almost 
an  hour  while  this  salesman  was 
telling  him  what  to  do  and  what 
not  to  do  on  the  orders  he  had 
taken  that  day! 

What  is  the  secret  of  this  sales¬ 
man’s  success?  He  was  formerly  an 
automobile  salesman.  He  knows 
the  “ins  and  outs”  of  the  automo¬ 
bile  selling  business.  When  he  goes 
in  to  talk  to  an  automobile  dealer 
about  “better  than  average”  busi¬ 
ness  cards  he  can  talk  to  him  in 
the  dealer’s  own  language.  Having 
been  an  automobile  salesman  him¬ 
self  he  can  no  doubt  point  out  ac¬ 
tual  cases  where  a  GOOD  LOOK¬ 
ING  business  card  had  helped  him 
sell  an  automobile,  and  no  doubt 
he  can  also  point  out  where  the 
lack  of  an  attractive  card  was  a 
contributing  factor  in  the  loss  of  a 
sale.  Whether  he  actually  uses 
these  arguments  or  not,  is  neither 
here  nor  there.  The  big  considera¬ 
tion  is  that  he  is  successful  in  sell¬ 
ing  a  large  percentage  of  the  auto¬ 
mobile  dealers  he  calls  to  see.  One 
reason  for  this  is  no  doubt  because 
he  understands  their  problems  and 
talks  their  language. 

No  doubt  his  success  can  be  (and 
probably  is)  duplicated  in  many 
other  shops  in  the  country.  Maybe 
the  printing  salesmen  doing  it 
aren’t  former  automobile  salesmen, 
and  maybe  they’re  not  selling  busi¬ 
ness  cards,  but  they  do  know  the 
problems  of  the  people  on  whom 
they  call,  and  because  they  can 
talk  “shop”  with  their  prospects 
they  are  getting  the  orders.

of  your  room.  If  you  get  active 
circulation  in  cross  directions  each 
way  in  your  room  you  can  un¬ 
doubtedly  raise  your  humidity  to 
the  ideal  point  and  get  away  from 
condensation.  At  the  same  time 
this  circulation  will  give  you  an 
assurance  that  all  paper  coming 
off  your  presses  will  come  off  in  air 
that  is  of  the  relative  humidity  you 
are  attempting  to  carry,  rather 
than  to  find  the  air  of  higher  rela¬ 
tive  humidity  in  one  part  of  your 
room  near  an  air  duct  as  compared 
to  a  remote  part  where  the  air  is 
not  moving. 

It  is  well  to  remember,  too,  that 
in  taking  hygrometer  readings  the 
instrument  is  not  as  effectively  ac¬ 
curate  if  the  air  isn’t  moving 
around  it.  It  is  for  that  reason, 
for  instance,  that  the  paper  chem¬ 
ist  prefers  to  use  a  swing  type 
hygrometer  rather  than  a  station¬ 
ary  type  imless  air  is  circulating 
around  the  stationary  instrument 
by  means  of  a  fan  or  something 
like  that.

planatory,  shows  sewed  sections 
that  are  “whip  stitched.”  The  il¬ 
lustration  shows  the  sewing  thread 
of  each  section  engaging  the  thread 
of  the  next  adjacent  section  only 
at  the  ends  of  the  section  and  at 
the  strings.  When  additional 


strength  is  desired  the  thread  of 
the  section  being  sewed  is  carried 
back  to  and  through  the  section 
last  sewn  at  a  number  of  points 
along  the  binding  edge  as  indicated 
at  A  on  the  illustration.  Whether 
or  not  holes  should  be  provided  for 
passage  of  the  needle  through  the 
section  depends  upon  the  character 
of  stock  and  thickness  of  the  sec¬ 
tions.  If  the  resistance  to  the 
needle  is  such  that  holes  are  re¬ 
quired,  they  may  be  made  either  by 
stabbing  the  sections  with  an  awl, 
or  through  the  use  of  an  inexpen¬ 
sive  stabbing  machine  of  which 
there  are  a  number  of  makes  on 
the  market.  The  needle  or  awl 
holes  should  be  in  alignment  along 
the  binding  edge  of  the  section  to 
prevent  tearing  of  the  leaves.  Also 
it  is  the  best  practice  to  reinforce 
the  outer  sections  with  cloth  before 
sewing.  Obviously,  tapes  may  be 
substituted  for  strings  if  additional 
strength  is  desired. 

“Whip  stitching”  in  its  many  va¬ 
riations  was  the  hand  method  of 
sewing  employed  in  rebinding  the 
occasional  old  book  having  muti¬ 
lated  binding  edges  prior  to  the  ad¬ 
vent  of  the  oversewing  machine.

"tact  that  type  has  feelings,  and 
should  be  handled  more  gently 
than  is  often  the  case.  Illustrate 
the  matter  to  your  compositors  — 
gently  —  it  will  pay  dividends. 

In  Answer  to  a  Query 

Back  in  September  a  Seattle 
printer  inquired  regarding  the  best 
method  of  attaching  a  sheet  of 
steel  to  the  top  of  an  old  impos¬ 
ing  stone.  The  following  sugges¬ 
tion  comes  from  Ivan  B.  Marks,  45 
Rodney  Avenue,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.: 

We  believe  the  following  method 
will  prove  satisfactory:  First  — 
Have  surface  of  stone  and  sheet 
steel  clean  and  free  from  all  dirt, 
grease  or  oil;  Second  —  cut  to  fit 
either  sufficient  asbestos  paper  or 
soft  blotting  board  to  cover  each 


surface;  Third  —  Melt  sufficient 
quantity  of  alum  in  a  double  boiler 
and  apply  to  asbestos  or  blotting 
board  with  a  wide  brush  (as  in  pre¬ 
paring  wall  paper  for  a  wall) 
and  lay  wet  side  to  each  surface 
smoothly  and  let  set  for  a  few  min¬ 
utes —  then  apply  smoothly  an¬ 
other  application  of  liquefied  alum 
on  sheet  covering  stone.  Then  lay 
the  two  soft  surfaces  together  with 
an  even  weight  on  top  to  dry  over 
night.  No  water  or  other  substance 
is  needed  in  alum,  but  give  it  suf¬ 
ficient  time  to  melt  and  handle 
quickly,  as  it  sets  rather  fast  when 
cool.  Would  suggest  use  of  a  white¬ 
wash  brush  in  applying.  Do  not 
apply  direct  heat  to  alum,  as  it  will 
crystallize  and  burn.  If  the  above 
suggestion  is  used,  I  would  like  to 
hear  how  it  works.
